physically th reatened i n regard to the payments of 
loans made by Further, he stated that he did not 

feel that these loans were usurious and eventually 
produced naners to show that he refinanced the loans 

with_I through a local company called Stewart Title 

Company and paid I I off in full, including a non- 

usurious interest. 

Further,, the loans were secured with I_ 

home wh ich was wholly owned by him prior to the loans. 

I is known as a money lender in the Phoenix area by 
local authorities but is known as one who will loan only 
when sufficient col lateral is available. Local authorities 
state that although I l may collect usurious amounts, 

it is unlikely that he would use muscle in order to collect 
the loan moneys. He has been known in the past to simply 
foreclose on the collateral property. 

Phoenix is closing their 179 file upon receipt 
of information gathered from auxiliary offices. It is not 
anticipated that Phoenix will be communicating with the 
Bureau in the future on this 179 case but will maintain / 
separate92 files,on the subjects as a means of gatherjiur 
intelligence date:’- REC4 g /??'
